Union army, fs, haviue done his best to déscroy
the Goy: rnment, he onght to know how to de-
fend it. Exsmples of this kind ar: numerous,”

Prospect of n Reduotion in Daties and

Taxun.
Irom the Herald.

We bave Information which leads us o be-
lieye that the Revenue Commission, appointed
to make investieations luto the subject of re-
venue and to report thercon, will recommend a
reduction on taking off entirely the tax on
manufactures and raw arlicles, as well as a re-
duction of the income tax, probably to three
per cent. on incomes over a thousand dollars,
and vutting it off on all under that amouunt, It
is believed, too, that thie Secretary of the Trea-
sury will endorse this recommendation in his
own report to Congress next December.

To show the importance of the views of this
Commi=sion and the probability that Cougress
may act upon them, we call attention o the de-
clared object which the Secretary of the Tren-
sury and Congress had in creating a Commis-
glon, When Mr, Fessenden wos Becretury he
recommended m his repost for 1864 thne Con-
gress should authorize him {0 appoint & Com-
mission, to be composed” of three suitable und
efliclent officers, to tuke mto consideration the
entire revenue system of the country, toreign as
well as jnternal, to sift 1t thoroughly, and to
make such recommendations for improving It as
their investigations might suggest, li"lm met the
approval ol Congress, That body suw that a
Commission of this charucter was the bestto
take up the subject, thut 1t would have nothing
else to occupy iteel! with, and that it would
have the entire period between the Thirty-eighth
and Thiry-ningh Congresses to consider the im-
portant matter, The Commission was created
accordingly, apd was composed of three gentle-
men selegted eipeciatly on aecount ol their expe-
rience and aoliity as _politeal economists and
statisticlans., It has Deen In session since last
spring, and has goae through a vast swount of
work. FProdoeers, muuuinctorers, merchants,
and consumers have been examined by it, and
atatlstics have been compiled with grest oare
upon the whole subjeet, The result of these
labors will be found in the forthcoming report
which we refer to, and in the recommendation,
which we undersiand will be made both by the
Commission and the Becretary of the Treasury,
for s reduction ol duties and taxes,

Toe moviog-vpring to the opposition to Lhis
section of the amendment is eraditable to the
good tnith and pergonul bonor of the Southern
people, They object to penaities to be paid
by tonose woom Lthewr contidence lifted into
pimhu_mﬂ ol eminence and trust, and who by
reson of their prommenca are to be single
out for punlshent, It 18 argued that what- |
ever disabilities are to be tmposed should in
equity apply equally to the whole SBouth, ani
that Lhere would be dishonor and cowardice,
with a8 rmack of iogratitade, in any mequi- |
egernee in the punishment of a limited ¢luss,
Henee, the people consider it their duty to |
stand by the political tortunes of thelr leaders, |
and w1 nodegree to be responsiblo for their tuture |
exclusion Irom power. The idea of vatliying
the aucudiment 8, thorefore, pecalinrly repuog-
nant, beenuse fwplying their direct participu- ‘
tion in the jufliction of what teo thewm appears ‘
harshnesk, il not injugtice, Oppogition o this |
rature 1s not eastly overcome by rhetoric, or
py appeals Lo gelish constderations. 1t originates
in teeitng: and where feeling sways the jodgs |
ment, mere argnment has but a soriy chance,
The atiitude of the class directly atfecte l by
the provizion has not, thus far, bermauch as to
warrant an expeciation ol speedy cuange in the
Southern. mund, So far as we have observed,
pot o solitary man who tgured conspicuously
in the Hebellion has publicly sdvocated the
ratinention of the smendment, We know that
in thelr ordinary intercoursze not a few of them,

after studsing the manifestutions of publie |
opion at the Norvth, admit that unless the
Southh coucur in the pmendment, restoration

will be indefivitely postponed, and may, per-
haps, be mede contingent npon more unpalutable
conditions. But not one has declaved his readi-
ness to submit to disabilities for the sake of
restoration—not one nas appealed to others |
similarly situnted to endure the pumishment
that peace may be secured —not one has endea-
vored to matigate the prejudice with which the
provision is regarded, or to urge the nocessity
of averune great evils by patiently submitting |
to lesser onve.

Even those from whose genern! course a
willingness (o make sacrifices might have been
inlerred, are sient on the sunject, Geoneral
Forrest, who, gince the termination of the war,

ment. The ex-Vice-President ot the Conlede-
racy, wlose hubifunl moderation and disinle-
resteduess bave scoured for him extended re-
spect, bas sent forth no sound or sign Al who
hiwve tnken the frouble to muake themselves l
heard belong to the Wade and Hampton type— |
proud, baoghty men, who scem to think that |
the vanquisbhed are privileged to dictate terms
to the victors, and thal the Rebe! leaders should l
be promoted rather than puunished because of |
their rebellion.

Now, may not the leaders be fairly asked to
change their course, and o exercise their influ- |
ence fuo bebhalf of the final settlement of |
the vexed guestion ol restoration? To the |
Wade Hamptons any appeal of this kind woald |
he ol no s&vail. Their arrogance is not acoes-
stble to resson, and their theory of government
is predicated upon their own superiority as a
privileged class, The great body of the promi- |
pent men in the Bouthern Btates, we would |
gladly believe, cherish a more correct appreci-
ation ol their respon=ibility., To them may nol |
an sppeal be addressed somewhat in thisstrain? |
